2. TAPS/SR: Mr. Hamel' a latest letter is focused entirely on the TAPS system, 

specifically the Strategic Reconfiguration (SR) project which has been in work for some 
time. Mike Thompson, State Pipeline Coordinator and engineer Louis Kozisek are completely 
familiar with both the TAPS and the SR project. The PSIO has therefore not been involved 
in the research or responses on these topics, but nonetheless I have reviewed and support 
the information in Commissioner Irwin's letter. 



3. To clarify. Bruce references Tom Bewak below. Mr. Bewak has raised issues 

relative to pipe construction at Milne Pt . , which the PSIO has investigated. That 
investigation is concluded, and the final report will be posted shortly. [It has no 
relation to the issues raised by Chuck Hamel relative to the TAPS/SR project.] 



4. Budget Request for four PSIO positions: The PSIO has been performing 

investigations and looking into allegations of problems relative to the soundness of our 
oil and gas systems since Day 1. We've been doing this work conscientiously, but not in 
the robust manner that we would like. Frankly, we are hard-pressed, with current 
staffing, to address these issues -- and have done so at the expense of overall program 
development. Should an emergency occur, or huge system integrity issue come to our 
attention, it would be very difficult for the PSIO to respond adequately. I appreciate 
your support for these positions, and hope that the final budget decisions will fund them.

Nels, 

As I indicated at our last meeting, the Anchorage Bowl and perhaps the whole Railbelt is facing an 
energy crisis that could easily become a disaster of untold size. The Bowl not only uses natural gas to 
generate most of their electric power, they use gas to heat their facilities. When the gas is gone, most 
facilities will have no alternatives to lean on. Susitna is decades away. Healy clean coal plant could 
restart but given the extent of the shortage, would only fix a small part of the problem. Moreover, most if 
not all heating units cannot be replaced with electric heat if there is no electricity, and probably are not 
easily convertible to oil-fired furnaces. Anchorage is looking the devil in the eye and should be taking 
immediate steps to address this issue. 

I bring this up because Anchorage will need all of the resources available in your area— and in 
other rural areas— and they will need it soon. All that is lacking is "a road to market" in the form of 
interties such as you suggest. 

You have been advocating for a statewide energy policy for years— a voice "crying In the 
wilderness"— and have been largely ignored. Now facing an energy crisis, there seems to be only half- 
hearted efforts to fix it This is not the time for half hearted efforts. What is happening in the rural 
communities will soon be happening in the Railbelt. I cannot even begin to conceive the ramifications.

Electrical Grid Authority Study. 

It has become clear to me that the shortest distance to energy security for our villages is an electric line 
that connects us to the Railbelt Energy Grid and a yet-to-be constructed Alaska State- Wide Energy Grid. 

Our energy policy needs to advocate that our regions across the state begin plans to build regional 
electrical energy grids. Then we should be working on a policy that will have the state planning and 
building an Alaska State-Wide Energy Grid that will ensure that all of our communities across the state 
will have a long-term, affordable, reliable source of energy. 

We have vast renewable and nonrenewable resources all across the state that can contribute electrical 
power to a State- Wide Energy Grid. The Northwest has immense coal supplies, we have geothermal 
resources all along the Alaska Range and Aleutian Chain, we have hydro power potential, natural gas 
reserves of untold magnitude, coal-bed methane, peat bogs, wind energy across the state, tidal resources, 
and many other acceptable alternatives that can have the entire state contributing power to a State- Wide 
Energy Grid.

The Railbelt Electrical Grid Authority study was funded by a legislative 
appropriation of $800,000 to study the concept of a Railbelt Electrical 
Grid Authority, an independent system operator, to manage and dispatch 
electric power on the Railbelt Grid. The web page addressing this 
can be found at http://www.akenergvauthority.ortT/USOhomepaqe.html . 

I am asking you to consider expanding that study to make it a State-Wide 
Energy Grid Authority Study to connect all of our communities across the 
state.

Hi Bob et al: 

We certainly agree with your comments that Rural Alaska has a transportation problem which causes 
energy to be very expensive. We are currently developing the technology and systems to provide a much 
lower cost system of intertielng energy resources and rural communities together using a special single 
wire Direct Current system. We have been funded by the Denali Commission for Phase I of this project 
and since receiving good reports from our key Inverter technology supplier, we can now request Phase II 
funding. This Phase consists of building equipment and the special transmission system and testing to 
verify designs. Phase III of the project will be a 25 mile interconnection between Ml Village and SI. 
Marys. 

It may be of interest to you that a HVDC poweriine from the North Slope to Fairbanks and beyond can 
transport the electricity made from natural gas at a lower price than a gas pipeline. As a result, the bullet 
pipeline will not be required if its major purpose is to provide gas to generate electricity. Suppose the main 
gas line is delayed or not built at all and the base value of the Prudhoe gas is set by its being stranded. A ' 
generation plant built on the North Slope will have the following advantages. A gas conditioning plant to 
remove the C02 from the gas is not needed as gas with C02 can be used directly in a gas turbine plant 
Turbines are more efficient and can generate more electricity because of Hie lower ambient temperature 
--of the Slope. Exhaust C02 gas can be sequestered baok into the field and used to extract more oil. There 
will be no carbon tax on this plant The DC power line can have branches Into the central Alaska's river 
systems and connect to regional lower voltage single wire DC grids such as we are developing. It is 
potentially feasible for electricity to be so inexpensive as to be used for heat in buildings, and perhaps to 
provide fuel for vehicles and boats as hydrogen. 

Distributed generation sources are more robust than a single source. It is easy to envision many rural 
resources and systems feeding Into a large Alaskan grid. The current requirements point toward using 
gas for the long term the use of renewabtes distributed over a grid will allow Alaska to emulate Norway 
that generates 95% of its electricity with hydro.

Nets, 

As I indicated at our last meeting, the Anchorage Bowl and perhaps the whole Railbelt is facing an 
energy crisis that could easily become a disaster of untold size. The Bowl not only uses natural gas to generate 
most of their electric power, they use gas to heat their facilities. When the gas is gone, most facilities will have 
no alternatives to lean on. Susitna is decades away. Healy clean coal plant could restart but given the extent of 
the shortage, would only fix a small part of the problem. Moreover, most if not all heating units cannot be 
replaced with electric heat if there is no electricity, and probably are not easily convertible to oil-fired furnaces. 
Anchorage is looking the devil In the eye and should be taking immediate steps to address this issue. 

I bring this up because Anchorage will need alt of the resources available in your area— and in other 
rural areas— and they will need it soon. All that is lacking is "a road to marker in the form of interties such as 
you suggest. 

You have been advocating for a statewide energy policy for years— a voice "crying in the wilderness"— 
and have been largely ignored. Now facing an. energy crisis, there seems to be only half-hearted efforts to fix it. 
This is not the time for half hearted efforts. What is happening in the rural communities will soon be happening 
in the Railbelt. I cannot even begin to conceive the ramifications. 

This Issue was also the subject of an editorial in the last "Alaska Journal of Commerce: and was 
reprinted in today's "Juneau Empire."

I am aBking you to consider expanding that study to make it a State-Wide 
Energy Grid Authority Study to connect all of our communities across the 
state.

2. TAPS/SR : Mr, Hamel's latest letter is focused entirely on the TAPS system, specifically the 
Strategic Reconfiguration (SR) project which has been in work for some time. Mike Thompson, 
State Pipeline Coordinator and engineer Louis Kozisek are completely familiar with both the 
TAPS and the SR project. The PSIO has therefore not been involved In the research or responses 
on these topics, but nonetheless I have reviewed and support the information in Commissioner 
Irwin's letter. 

3. To clarify : Bruce references Tom Bewak below. Mr. Bewak has raised issues relative to pipe 
construction at Milne Pt., which the PSIO has investigated. That investigation is concluded, and 
the final report will be posted shortly. lit has no relation to the issues raised by Chuck Hamel 
relative to the TAPS/SR project.] 

4. Budget Request for four PSIO positions : The PSIO has been performing investigations and 
looking into allegations of problems relative to the soundness of our oil and gas systems since 
Day 1, We've been doing this work conscientiously, but not in the robust manner that we would 
like. Frankly, we are hard-pressed, with current staffing, to address these issues -- and have 
done so at the expense of overall program development. Should an emergency occur, or huge 
system integrity issue come to our attention, it would be very difficult for the PSIO to respond 
adequately, i appreciate your support for these positions, and hope that the final budget 
decisions will fund them.
